Lonpon, May 1.—The fact that gentlemen 
were allowed the unusual privilege of twice 
visiting Kilmainham jail Friday, bas strength- 
ened the belief of some that diplomatic nego- 
tiations are proceeding between. the Parnel- 
ites and the government.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL.

Herr yon Gossler, minister of eccle- 
siastical affuirs, stated that the passage of the 
clause empowering the emperor to recall the 
banished bishops would not compel the gov- 
ernment to recommend their recall. 

SNOWSTORMS AND EARTHQUAKES, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Tremendous snowstorms have occurred in 
the Alps. The Simplon route is impassable. 
Mail service has been suspended, A shock of 
earthquake was felt in the Canton of Valois 
on Friday. 

HANLAN AND TRICKETT. 

In the boat race of Hanlan and Trickett 
the men emoarked in their boats half an hour 
before the race started.

Witness then explained his view of 
what this policy had bee», and added: ‘So 
faras I know the affair of Shipherd had no 
influence whatever on the pulicy of our gov- 
ernment, and never bad the effect to alter or 
change it in any conceivable degree.”’ 

THR (INTERVIEWS WITH BLAINE.

Special Dispatch to The Coustitution. 

Witness first saw the long letter of Shipherd 
to Walker Blaine, when he saw it in the 
printed report of Shipherd’s examination be- 
fore the committee. He had, however, been 
requested by Secretary Blaine to inform 
Shipherd that he (Blaine) did not wish him 
(Shipherd) to hold any correspondence with 
auy suburdinates of the state department, 
und this desire he had verbally conveyed to 
Shipherd. Witness knew nothing of 
the Credit Industrial , or their 
contract with WCaiderun. In relation 
to his (Blaine’s) letter to Shipherd, in which 
he says: ‘*Yuou shvuuld act as though Ameri- 
can ships of war were on way.” Witness 
believed that our government ought to con- 
sider the kidnapping of Calderon a breach of 
guod faith towards this country, and while he 
did not at that time entertain the slight- 
est apprehension of any war be- 
tween the United States and a litile 
nution of less than two miliion people, how- 
ever plucky they might be, he had thought it 
most likely that American ships of war would 
be sent to South American waters, as English 
ships had ulready been. It had been mainly 
due tu the effurts uf Minister Hurlbut, in pur- 
suance Of his jnstructions, that Culderoit 
had been enabled to exercise the authority 
that he had dune, and he (witness) looked 
upon his forcible abduction as a meusure 
which might be undone by a little firmness. 
on the part of our government. 

ABOUT GENERAL GRANT.

The Extent andiGrowth of Georgia;Guldmining—An 
Important Case in Lincolnton Cour s—Bvents in 
Blberton— Dawson's Militia—A West Point 
Conflagration—Alil Over the State. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Dantonrrea, April 28.—Gold has been mined 
in this state fifty years, and yet comparatively 
few persons are aware of the extensive nature 
of our auriferious deposits. It is probably no 
less surprising, that of the twenty millions of 
money owned and controlled by Atlanta, not 
even twenty-two thousand is invested in the 
gold belt. The two or three millions used 
now in working the gold fields has been 
furnished by eastern and western cap- 
iialists. But, however this may be,the day is 
not distant when the resources of the state 
will receive the attention and enlist the capi- 


tal of her citizens. 

A visit at this season of the year is more 
than usually pleasant, and certainly no de- 
scription, however graphic, can adequately 
convey the attractions of the mining and 
mountainous section. ; : 

The drive from Gainesville to Dahlonega is 
usually made in five hours. The route lies 
through a very undulating and picturesque 
country, and as you round a curve, a mile 
away, Dahlonega is seen nestled in the bosom 
of the hiilsand inthe very shadow of the 


blue ridge. 

The sight witnessed just before sunset is 
grandly beautiful. The long, lengthening 
shadows of the mountains falling in waves ot 
different shades, broken here and there by a 
gleam of sunlight, form a picture of rare 
beauty and grandeur. But it 1s our intention 
to speak of the mining Interests ratber than 
of the scenery, believing the former to be of 
more interest to the general reader, 

We first visited the Keystone mine, on the 
Chestatee river. This isa deposit mine, the 
gold being washed from the old river bed, 
over which the stream flowed probably five 
hundred years ago. In places this river gravel 
isfound twenty to thirty feet beneath the 
soil, while at another place the ancient bed of 
the river is several hundred yards away, and 
from one to two hundred feet higher than 
the present level. Thisriver gravel bears gold 
wherever found, and we learn that the man- 
agers ot the Keystone property have saved as 
much as $250 per week, with the labor of only 
two or three men. 

We next visited the Vacuum Dredge of the 
Georgia river mining company. We found 
the boat at work a mile below the Keystone 
mine, and about four miles south of Dah- 
lonega. 

Our party, numbering about ten, crossed 
in a bateau to the middle of the river, 
and were soon on — board the 
boat. We were cordially welcumed by 
Captain Noble, the superintendent, who ex- 
plained the ‘operation of the dredge. The 
working principle is atmospheric pressure. 
The principal parts of the machinery are a 
vacuum chamber and an 18-inch draught 
pipe, which extends from the chamber into 
the bed ofthestream. Whena‘‘lift’’ is made 
the vacuum chamber and pipe are charged 
withsteam; this is easily condensed, the re- 
sult is a vacuum is created, and_ the 
and, gravel, etc., rushes up the pipe with 
great force and in large quantity. It is aston 
ishing to see how rapidly and with what ease 
the bed of the river is raised on deck of the 
boat. The gravel is washed down asluice 
which runs along the center of the boat, and 
the gold saved inthe ordinary way, by means 
of quicksilver riffies, blankets, etc. The 
dredge works day and night, and lifts, in 24 
hours, trom 200 to 300 tons, at a cost of only 
$12 to $15. The work is, effective, for pins, 
shot, fine gola and even rocks 
weighing one hundred pounds are 
brought up. The yield of gold is very grati- 
fying, and we were informed tbat the boat is 
making money. As much as $5 to $6 in gold 
has been saved in a single lift, and as the 
river is known to berich, the dredge is liable 
any day to strike a “‘pot hole”’ or “‘streak”’ 
that may yield $500 or 31,000. The prospective 
value of the machine is great, and we may 
confidentially look for greater developments 
in river dredging. 

MINING NEWS. 
From the Dahlonega Mountain Signal. 

The refreshing spring showers have enli- 
vened and pushed forward not only the veg- 
etation of the country, and made happy the 
industrious farmer, but the miner is more 
vigorous in his efforts to extract from 
the ground the hidden treasure that 
awaits him. In visiting the different mines 
we find everything in good shape, and from 
all accounts and appearances, the yield is as 
much as usual. At present there isn’t a suf- 
ficient amount of labor to do the mines jus- 
tice; this is owing to those who have gone 
home to plant their crops. There is labor for 
at least one hundred men more than we have. 
This lack will last only fora few days. On 
last Saturday at the Lockhart, work was come 
menced in cutting the canal leading from 
Yahoola river to the new steam mill, When 
this, and all connected with it, is complete, 
all the machinery willrun by water power.

The farmers have fine 
crops of wheat and oats, and apparently make 
plenty to eat for man and beasi—they being 
so far frgm market, they are in a much better 
condition than other counties where the rail- 
road brings their provisions to their doors, 
and where they raise all cotton.

HOW AN ENTERPRISING ATHEN- 
IAN STARTED HIS FARM. 


—— 


A Succession of Red Hills and Gallies Made into Fine 
Bermuda Grass Pastures—Oaly Good Country 
Cows Improved on the Fa:m—How They 
are Selected—Feeding the Herd. 


From the Athens Banner-Watchman. 

Recently, in company with several friends, 
we paid a long-promised visit to Mr. Dotk 
Dorsey, and although we found our genial 
friend on crutches, he managed to hop around 
and show us over his premises. A few years 
ago this gentleman purchased a part of the 
old Carr place, near the Georgia depot, for the 
purpose of establishing a dairy farm—an insti- 
tution then unknown to Athens. The farm 
selected was nothing buta succession of red 
hills and gullies—the last locality we would 
select for this purpose. The first thing Mr. 
Dorsey did was toerect a neat cottage and 
gather around him a few first-class country 
cows. His land was all unclosed, and of 


course he had to begin on asmall scale, and 
improve by degrees. His success from the 
first was assured. He ‘found  custom- 
ers for all his milk. at remunera- 
tive prices, and gradually built up a 
splendid business. At the present tiipg he 
owns 150 acres of land—either cleared gf well 
set in Bermuda grass for pasturage—and has 
the finest lot of cows we have seen in a long 
time. His cattle are kept stabled in bad 
weather, and every caregiventhem, He pur- 
chases only good country cows—paying ~ for 
same from $20 to $50—and by liberal feeding 
brings them up to their best. He don’t be- 
lieve much in imported stock, although he 
has a full-blooded Ayershire bull, by which 
he improves his breed. A few days after a 
calfis d-copped, Mr. Dorsey sells it toa butcher, 
so as to secure all the milk for market, except 
a few very choice ones that he raises. He hag: 
now ten young calves thus turned out. 

‘‘How do you select your cows?’ 
quired, 

“Entirely by their build. You must not 
place too much dependence in the size of tne 
bag, as that is not always a sure index. If I 
find acow shaped like a wedge, sloping for- 
ward, you may rest assured that she will 
make a fine milker if not spoiled. I prefer 
buying young heifers, soas I can train them 
myseltf.”’ : 

“Do you milk yourself ?” 

“Oh, yes; I have several hands employed 
for the purpose, but can milk three cows to 
any one’s two I ever saw. I always begin 
milking my cows before the calf is born, as 
this keeps down all inflammation in the bag.” 

“Upon what do you feed this large herd?” 

“Well, on all sorts of food. My bran biil 
averages $150 a month, besides the hay and 
other roughness. I boil all the slops, as food 
goes much further when cooked and the cat- 
tle thrive better, too. Then I plant about 
five acres in vegetables for them, besides 
sowing a big patch of rutabaga turnips in the 
fall. This is the best cow tood 1 know. I 
will plant this year nearly an acre in beets, 
which are good, as also a large cabbage 
patch. Carrots and my other smaller veg- 
etables come in weil. I try to have some 
kind of green food or vegetables the year 
round for my cattle, as it keeps them healthy 
and makes the milk richer.” 

Some negro men were milking while we 
were inspecting the farm, so we had an op- 
portunity to see how it was handled. It is 
strained three times, into large cans, so that 
nota particle of dirt can getin. Besides his 
sweet milk, this gentleman sells a great deal 
of butter, and the specimens he showed us 
were as ycllow as gold.

MiSS VAN LEW'’S SLIP. 


Remuance and Scandal in the Capital of the Old 
Dominion. 

RicHMonp, Va , April 25.—One of the most 
interesting cases of romace and scandal that 
has agitated Richmond for a long time 
has taken place here recently. In that part 
of Richmond known as Church Hill stands 
a huge pile of buildings, occupying an entire 
square on Grace street. It isa high eminence, 
and the rear portion of the large grounds 
isterraced and thickly studded with rare 
shade and fruit trees, and ornamented with 
rustic seats. The property is known as the 
Van Lew estate, and is owned by Miss Eliza- 
beth Van Lew, an unmarried lady, who 
has a national reputation. During the late 
war she was a determined unionist. When 
a union officer with the rank of colonel tun- 
neled the Libby prison and escaped, together 
with others, Miss Vun Lew concealed them 
in her grand old castle, which, from its iso- 
lated position and topographical location, 
Was adimirably adapted for the purposes 
of the fugitives. It is also said that Miss 
Van Lew was in dajly communication 
with the union forces, and there are those 
living who say that she has frequently 
shown them cipher letters which she re- 
ceived, and the alphabet which she used in 
transmitting information concerning the 
movements of contederate’ troops, and other 
important facts when Ganeral Grant was be- 
sieging Richmond and Petersburg. Miss Van 
Lew used her cipher toa good purpose, and 
when the general became the president of the 
United States he rewarded the services of the 
old lady by giving her the charge of the Rich- 
mond post-oifice; but when Haves was elect- 
ed she was displaced. About a year agoa 
topographical engineer named Rasloff 
creme to Richmond and secured em- 
ploymentin the Richmend and Alleghany 
railroad company’s service. He had the best 
kind of letters of introduction from foreign 
ministers and other men of prominence. e 
secured rooms at Miss Van Lew’s romantic 
residence. Miss Van Lew has a niece who has 
long resided with ber, and to whom she had 
willed al] her property. The niece is named 
Eliza Van Lew and is the daughterof John N. 
Van Lew, Miss Lizzie’s brother. Rasloff had a li- 
brary, which he offered to shure with the pretty 
niece, and the books he left out for her to 
read treated of free love in the strongest terms. 
The aunt became enraged when this was dis- 
covered, and ordered Rasloff from the house.

MR. CLAYTON AND THE COALITIONISTS. 

An additional evidence of the utter hope- 
lessness and madness of the coalition move- 
ment in this state is furnished in the inter- 
view with Smith Clayton, which is published 
in another column of Tur Constitution, 

More emphatic evidence against the move- 
ment could not be had. Mr. Clayton has 
been an independent for seven years; .he has 
been connected with the new movement from 
the first day. He has attended the caucuses 
and the meetings, and was put on the com- 
mittee of seven. He is a man of intelligence, 
brilliance and discernment. He, therefore, 
understands precisely what the movement 
means, It cannot be said that he retires 
from the movement into which he went con- 
scientiously, because of disappointment—for 
he has been offered a tucrative office, which 
he declined. 

An independent, therefore, of seven years’ 
standing and service, he went into the al- 
leged independent movement with enthusi- 
asm. Having been on the inside and fore- 
most in its councils he must know its mean- 
ing. As he has been offered an office, which 
he declined, he is is not a disappointed office 
seeker. Thus qualified to speak and com- 
mand confidence, what does he say? _He af- 
firms precisely what the Constitution pre- 
dicted long ago. ist. ‘“‘ That this is a move- 
ment to negroize the-state. 2d. That the 
few independents who are in the movement 
are being used as tools, willingly or unwil- 
lingly, of a few radical office-holders, who 
have promised them the solid negro vote. 3d. 
That the ultimate meaning of the movement 
is to whip up an Arthur delegation to. the 
next republican convention, and thus perpet- 
uate by fraud and prostitution of the civil 
service, an administration that began with 
slander and assassination. ¢ 

Mr. Clayton makes a clean and telling an- 
alysis of the purpose of the new movement 
and he speaks literally excathedra. As a 
young man—asa Georgian—he cannot per- 
mit the use of his name any longer in connec- 
tien with such a crusade. His withdrawal 
leaves the party without asingle member yet

UNLAWFUL CONDUCT oF NEGROES. 
Due readers will be surprised to learn the 


tact that on Saturday night that from one to 


two hundred negroes gathered at the jail of | 


Fulton county, many of them armed for the 
purpose, as they say, of preventing the negro 
Shields, who killed young Alex Joyner, from 
being mobbed. 

There was not even arumor, so far as we 
can hear, that anything of the kind was con- 
templated, and even if there was great danger 
of it, there is no excuse for the conduct of 
these negroes. 

The colored people seem ready to throw 
themselves in the breach, and, in fact, seem 
ready to make a breach if necessary. When 
the time comes that the lawful authorities 
are not able to protect the- colored people 
from violence it will be asad day for them. 
They seem ready and willing at all times to 
take the advice of those who are willing to 
lead them into difficulties. There is nota 
single negro who assembled at the jail on Sat- 
urday night who is not guilty before the law 
of a riot, and can be convicted. If any one 
had been killed by this unlawful assemblage, 
the whole crowd would have been subject to 
indictment for murder. : 

We heartily indorse the action of Recorder 
Glenn in sentencing to the chain-gang the 
leaders of the negroes who gathered in riotous 
assemblage about the jail on last Saturday 
night. 7 

There has never been a negro lynched in 
this city. There has never been the slightest 
danger threatening this negro. There has 
never been aremote possibility of his being 
taken from the jail. He will be tried fairly, 
honestly and squarely, and justice will be 
rendered him. The gathering of these ne- 
groes, then, at the jail, in numbers and threat- 
ening attitude, was unwarranted, unprovoked 
and dangerous. If it had been known that 
they were there, armed and aggressive, the 
friends of Mr. Joyner might have been 
tempted to go to the jail, where a bloody col- 
lision would certainly have occurred. 

Judge Glenn did exactly right. If he 


j had discovered that a gang of white men had 


threatened the peace‘as these negroes did, he 
should have measured out to them the proper 
punishment. Law and order must be su- 
preme, and the crowd of men that make the 
slightest aggressive movement, under the 
present excited state of things, should feel the 
law, no matter whether he is white or black. 
In the meantime, we predict that the firmness 
and promptness of Judge Glenn will have a 
salutary effect, and the great body of quiet 
negroes, who desire peace and order, and 
amity between the races, will rejoice with us 
that these turbulent busy-bodies have Leen 
put where they will be quiet for awhile at 


least. 
SPRACEE S WORROP” UPR I 
COLONEL COLE’S RESIGNATION. 


The virtual completion of the East Tennes 
see and Virginia line of railroads, which 
stretches from the northwest to the ocean on 
the southeast, is an evidence of what one 
mancan do when he has devoted the best 
part of his life to one purpose. 

Many vears ago Colonel E. W. Cole, then in 
charge of a single line of road, which he had 
brought froma condition of bankruptcy to af- 
fluence and power, conceived the grand idea 
of building a continuous line under one man- 
agement from St. Louis to the ocean at Sa 
vannah or Brunswick, so that the products of 
the vast wheat and corn fields of the west 
might be poured through the south and 
find an outlet to Europe. The accomplish- 
ment of this would have brought a converse, 
viz: The importation of goods from Europe 
through the southern ports and the establish- 
ment of direct trade This would have in- 
duced active immigration into our section 
and would have freed the south fromm vassal- 
age to New York. Just as this grand scheme 
was avout consummated by buiiding, pur- 
chase and consolidation, Colonel Cole was 
dethroned by the sale of a controlling inter- 
est in his road to an opposition line. 

In a long talk with the writer on the night 
his dispossession was accomplished ‘he an- 
nounced his purpose to give the halance 
of his life to the accomplishment 
of his grand idea in some shape or other. 
That very night he outlined a new system of 
roads by which the same object could be ac- 
complished and the resources of the west un- 
locked and poured through the southern ports. 
This new scheme involved the possession of 
the East Tennessee and Virginia lines, the 
purchase of several connecting roads, the leas- 
ing of others, and the building of more than 
a thousand miles of new railroad. This re- 
quired millions of dollars, and would have 
baffled the aspirations of any man less in- 
domitable or determined than Colonel Cole. 

Without delay, however, he went to work 
upon this new scheme, and now, in less than 
two years since his former plans were shatter- 
ed, we see the last one made a perfect success. 

Colonel Cole, having accomplished this, 
voluntarily—and to the regret of his board of 
directors—tenders his resignation and retires 
to private life. While we regret as they do 
the loss of aman of so much usefulness and 
sagacity, we cannot deny Colonel Cole the 
right to lay off the harness he has worn so 
dauntlessly and so nobly. He has rounded 
out a self-appointed and heroic work of his 
life, and he has a right to rest upon his laurels. 
He leaves a monument that will make his 
name lustrous and beloved when the petty 
schemes of politicians or the dearly-bought 
glory of warriors is forgotten. 


ANTI-CHINESE BILL, NO. 2. 

The senate by a vote of thirty-two to fifteen 
has passed the new Chinese bill. Thirty-one 
democrats, nine republicans and David Davis 
voted for the bill, and twenty-four republi- 
cans opposed it, including all those who were 
paired. The republicans who actually voted 
for the bill were Cameron, of Wisconsin; 
Chilcott, of Colorado; Hale. of Maine; Hill, 
of Colorado; Jones, of Nevada; Miller, of Cal- 
ifornia; Miller, of New York, and Van Wyck, 
of Nebraska. 

The bill was not materially changed in the 
senate. The fourteenth section of the bill 
prohibiting the naturalization of the Chinese, 


and the fifteenth section, defining Chinese | 


laborers to be both skilled and unskilled 
laborers and Chinese employed in mining, 
were retained in the bill against the wishes 
of the senate committee on foreign 
relations. The vote in each case was close 
but sufficient. A few amendments were 
however made, and this sends the bill back 
to the house, where its prompt passage is con- 
fidently expected by the friends of the meas- 
ure. It will undoubtedly go to the presiden 


| to-day. 


‘Mr. Arthur will thus have the Chinese 


question before him again, and that, too in 
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yery embarrassing form. He does not want 
to offend the entire Pacific coast, and yet the 
new bill differs in no essential particular frem 
the bill he vetoed. The.time of. suspension 
has been changea from twenty to ten years, 
but all the other features that he objected to 
have been retained without qualification. In 
his veto message he objected to the exclusion 
of skilied labor ‘‘as an addition to the words 
and intent of the treaty;”’ the new bill does 
not help the matter abit. In effect the new 
bill calls for registration and passports, al- 
though the president objected to such re- 
quirementsin the old bill. He thought it 
necessary to provide for the transit through 
this country of Chinese from other 
parts of the world going, home. 
The present bill makes no such 
provision. In short, the new bill has not 
been framed with a view of meeting Mr. Ar- 
thur’s views at all; and yet its friends are 
contident he will swallow his former objec- 
tions rather than hand over the Pacific slope 
to the democrats. Altogether the situation 
isnotavery pleasant one for Mr. Artkur. 
If he signs it his eastern friends will accuse 
him of a want of backbone; if he vetoes it 
the far west will be white withrage. A few 
days willshow us what the politician-presi- 
dent thinks of the bill and of his veto mes- 
sage.

COLE RESIGNS. 


President E. W. Cole of the East Tennessee, Virginie 
and Georgia Raltiroad, Gives Up His Great Compan 
Special Lispatch to The Constitt tion. 

New YorK, May 1.—Colonel E. W. Cole, president 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road company, tendered his peremptory resigna- 
tion to his board of directors. In accepting the 
resignation the board passed resolutions expressing 
the highest confidence in Colonel Cole, and regret 
ting his retiring. ; 

General Samuel Thomas, the head of the exten- 
sion company now building the unfinished links of 
the line, was chosen president; Mr. Heury Fink, 
present general manager of the road, was made vice- 


president. 

The full text cf Colonel Cole's letter is as fol- 
lows: 

NASVHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—To the Directors 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Co 
—Gentiemen: After thirty years of close and labo- 
rious railroad service, 1 found it necessary at the 
annual meeting in wecember last to request the 
board to elect a general manager for our important 
and extended system of railroads to relieve me 
from the care of details. Major Henry Fink, well 
known as an able and successful railroad manager, 
was elected to this position 

From the nature of the case, the financial and 
general policy for such a system of roads us ours 
must, to a great extent, be €ormulated in the New, 
York office and the property handled from the cen- 
tral office at Knoxville, making it, in my opinion, 
important for the president of our cumpauy to 
live in one or the other of these places, and as I 
do not wish tochange my home from Nashville, and 
also feeling the need of comparative rest, and 
not being willing to occupy the place of president 
without giving the company my time and constant 
aticution, which 1 cau no longer do, I beg that you 
will aece.t this, my resignation of the office ol 
president of your company. 

Iu thus voluntarily taking this course, I trust I 
may not be misunderstoud by the board. Ido not 
intend by any means to sever hy con ection with 
the company, butexpect to conunue my relation 
as director, aud give the company my aid, especial- 
ly in the south, in making the property profitable 
to its owners und a blessiug to the people of the five 
States through whi¢hit runs. 

I congratulate the company and the south, 
through you, that the very early completion of the 
roads in Georgia, as wellus the extension of the 
Knoxville and Ohio division, and the extension 
into North Carolina is assured beyond question, 
thus giving another through line between the, 
north’and west and the south and southeast. 

The lerge outlay of northern capital in the south 
in the construction of these roads, while it promises 
to bé fully remunerative, is what the south stands 
in need of: and the people of the south will not be 
slow to recognize true triends in those who have 
come forward in such development without askiug 
aid from the south. 

In addition to the assistance given by Mr. George 
Jj, Seney, a distinguished member of your board, to 
railroad developmeut in the south, his munificent 
donstions to the educational interests of Georgia, 
made before the idea of combining with me to per- 
fect the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia ruail- 
road system had been presented to him, makes a 
bond between him and the state that time can only 
strengthen. 

In conclusion I beg to return my sincere thanks 
to the buard for the marked confidence given me 
by each member of it, aud for the solicitation that 
I should not retire from the presidency of a line 
which I originated, the usefulne-s and success of 
which will always bea matter of great interest to 
me.

That Is What the Riotous Crowd of Darkies Claim 
They Were Doing Saturday Night, When Chief 
Connolly Arrestea Tnem-—W hat the Recor- 
der Did With the Arrestea Par ies. 


About one o'clock Sunday morning Chief 
Connolly was informed thata large number 
of negro men had congregated at the Fulton 
county jail for the purpose of ‘‘defending 
Shields from mob violence.’’ Soon after this 
intelligence reached the chief he was visited 
by a colored man who stated that his race had 
been informed thata large crowd of young 


men had banded themselves together with 
the avowed intention of taking Shields from 
the 

JAIL AND HANGING HIM, 

he darky, who seemed to be a delegate 
from the mob atthe jail further stated that 
his people believed this rumor to be true, and 
that they had banded themselves together for 
the purpose of pretecting the prisoner against 
any violence. To this delegate. who appear- 
ed to have some powers of reasoning about 
him, the chief gave an emphatic denial to the 
rumors, and stated that he would use every 
man under his command to protect Shields 
againstany such attempt. The chief then 
advised his visitor to indace the mob to dis- 
verse. Directly after this visit Chief Connol- 
y repaired to the vicinity of the jail where 
he 

FOUND ABOUT FIFTY DARKEYS 

gathered together discussing the situation. 
These he addressed briefly, promising every 
protection in his power to the prisoners, and 
atthe same time disclaiming any intention 
onthe part of Mr. Joyner's friends to do any 
violence. Tiiese remarks induced a portion of 
the mob to seek their lLomes, but nearly one 
half of them expressed a determination to re- 
main, declaring that Chief Connolly was 
making these promises and declarations for 
the simple purpose of dispersing them in or- 
der that “the mob’ might tne more easily 
carry out their designs. Seeing every argument 
ot no avail, the chief announced that he would 
return within 15 minutes with the entire po- 
lice force, and that he would arrest every man 
who was then upon the ground. Upon some 
this announcement had more eftect than ar- 
gument, and when at the expiration of the 
allotted time, the chiet accompanied by Cap- 
tain Bagsby, Crim, Aldridge and Couch, and 
nearly the entire force did return, he found 

THAT THE CROWD HAD GROWN BEAUTIFULLY LESs, 
and still further subtraction were made as the 
blue uniforms came in sight. These sigas of 
official position gave strength to the chief's 
argument and lent swiftness to the limbs of 
many of the valiant protectors of Shields as 
they turned the corners seeking refuge from 
the law they were outraging. 

Still, all did not show cowardice, and some 
even almost detied the otticers after Chief Con- 
nolly again demanded that they should dis- 
pense. This time all but about ten of the 
crowd obeyed his orders and left the scene 
without a word. Those who refused to go 
quietly were urrested and taken to the station 
house, where thev were searched and placed 
in confinement. The names of those who 
were arrested are N. D. Martin, A. W. Hill, 
Allen Brown, G. H. Hampton, J. FP. Thomp- 
son, Floyd Wood, H. H. Harris, 8. H. Hop- 
good and R. T. Cormick.. Upon some of the 
prisoners 

WERE-FOUND ARMY CARTRIDGES, 

And upon others pistols, while a regulation 
gun was taken from one. About 3 o'clock 
Sunday morning. soon after their arrest, two 
colored men, R. J. Henry and J. Moore, re- 
paired to police headquarters where, after a 
short conversation with the prisoners, they 
induced them to promise to disband and 

quietly seek their homes. After securing this 

promise Henry and Moore, both of whom are 

well to do colored men with more sense and 

discretion than the majority of their race, 

signed bonds for the entire party and thus se- 

cured their release. 

During the day, Sunday, the riot, as it is 
was generally discussed on the 
streets, and everywhere the lie was given 
the statement that any effort to 
mob Shields was ever thought of. The 
more the qu stion was discussed the more the 
people expressed a desire to know the out- 
come, and when police court opened yester- 
day morning a large crowd waspresent. Hill 
and Martin were first placed upon trial, and 
as the evidence was not conclusive as to their 

articipancy in the affair, they were released. 

he remaining six, J. F. Thompson, Floyd 
Wood, Sam Hupgood, Henry Harris George 
Hampton and Allen Brown were

without the privilege of paying the fine. The 
evidence adduced at the trial was deposed by 
Chief Connolly, Police Commissioner Fox 
and Moore, the colored man referred to above. 
Chief Connolly testified that he had been in- 
formed of the assembly at the jail; that he 
had visited them and endeavored to persuade 
them to disband; that he had subsequently 
revisited the place with the force and arrested 
the prisoners then on trial. 

Commissioner Fox's testimomy corroborated 
Chief Connolly’s. 

Moore, the colored map, stated on the 
stand that he had been informed of an in- 
tended effort to hang Shields; that he had 
been led to believe the effort would be made 
Friday night; that he and others 

WATCHED THE JAIL THAT NIGHT; 

that he was present with the crowd Friday 
night, but that after hearing Chief Connolly’s 
statement when he visited the mob Saturday 
night or rather Sunday morning he became 
convinced that no effort would be made, and 
tried to induce the crowd to disperse. He 
further stated that when he had advised the 
crowd to disperse he left and went to his 
home. 

The action of Judge Glenn im sentercing 
the convicted parties to the chain gang in- 
stead of imposing a fine, is generally indorsed 
by all whoare cognizant of thefacts. To any- 
one who knowsall of the circumstances of the 
case, there can be no cause to suspect any 
intended effort tg prevent the law taking its 
course.

MOST ABSURD CHARACTER. 

They claim that Mr. Venable visited the 
jail Saturday afternoon and shot at Shields 
through the bars, when everyone knows that 
Mr. Venable was in Marietta at the burial all 
during the afternoon. They also assert that 
Mr. Thomas Johnson and Mr. Frank Redd 
were the recognized leaders of the “mob” 
Both these gentlemen say this statement 1s 
false, and express an anxiety to meet the per- 
son who first gave utterance to thestatement., 

A CALL ON THE MAYOR. 

On Friday night two crowds of colored 

ople, of about a dozen each, called on 
acne English at his residence and insisted 
that he should give hisofficial pledge that no 
violence should be attempted against Shields. 
Mayor English, who was surprised at their 
yisit and their request, said to them that 
there was not the slightest cause for uneas- 
iness or alarm on their part. That Shields 
was in the hands of the authorities, was per- 
fectly safe, that no attempt would be made 
to deal violently with him and that such an 
attempt would certainly fail if it were 
made. That no man had ever been lynched 
in the city of Atlanta or taken by force from 
the county jail for any purpose whatever. 
He added that such agitation as they were 
making, uselessly and wantonly, would but 
inflame the public mind and do no good 
whatever. »Said he: 

“T can say to you naw, and I want to say it 
plainly, that this negro who is in jail isin 
very much Jess danger in case of any ecite- 
ment than are the incendiary negroes who 
make it their business to create animesity be- 
tween the races and to fill the blacks with 
unjust suspicion against the whites, who are 
their best friends. Of course-I desire to make 
no threat, but I will say that the man in jail 
can take caré Of himself much easier than these 
agitators can take care of themselves if the 
insist on their present unwise aud foolis 
course.”

THE JOYNER KILLING. 


A Card from Captain Gay Relative to Mr. doyner's 
Charac er—Mr. Amos Fox Speaks. 

Epitors Constivrion:—As the articles 
which have appeared in the columns of some 
of the papers of our city in reference to the 
murder of Mr. R..A. Joyner, seem 
been published, on very unreliabie, and cer- 
tainly very incorrect information, and are 
calculated to do great injustice to the charac- 
ter of the young man who 
was killed, as well as his companions; 
i deem it proper to make public the fol- 
lowing statement: 

As Mr. Joyner was in my employment and 
occupied a most responsible position, I felt 
called upon thoroughly to investigate the 
matter. The time and place of the tragedy 
was an unfortunate circumstance and 
was therefore made the oecasion of 
an unjust and indiserete scandal. 

As the result of my investigation I feel per- 

fectly satisfied that his presence was attracted 
there by the merest accident, and that it was 
without the slightest purpose of violence, dis 
ordé:, or evil. The matter is now in the 
hands of the law and as all the facts will be 
disclosed and made publicat the proper time, 
itis hoped that until then judgment will be 
suspended in the minds of ail good people. 
Mr. Joyner had been in my employment for 
many vears, and [ take pieasure in saying 
that he was a young gentleman of the strictest 
honor and integrity. The statement that Mr. 
Joyner’s friends have ever contemplated any 
attempt to lynch Sbield is utterly untrue. 
As showing the inaccuracy of some of the 
publications above referred to, | append here- 
to a statement from Dr. Amos Fox, chairman 
of the board of police commissioners, and 
Captain A. B. Connolly, chief of police. 

In publishing this article it is not my pur- 
pose to provoke, or engage in any newspaper 
correspondence or controversy, but I do su 
simply as an act of justice to Mr. Joyner and 
duty to his many friends.

The Parade Y esterday and the Banquet Last Night— 
The Contests. 

Yesterday witnessed the twenty-second an- 
nuai parade of the Atlanta fire department 
and perhaps the last that will be made by the 
department under the volunteer system.

The engines, reels and hook and ladder 
truck were decorated with flowers, and with 
the bright colored suits of the firemen, help- 
ed to give the procession a very attractive ap- 

yearance as it moved down Marietta street to 

road, and then along Mitchell, White- 
hall, Alabama, Loyd, Wall, Pryor, 
Decatur, Peachtree, Forsyth, Walton, 
Spring and into Marietta where the contest 
occurred. It was about nine o'clock when 
the procession moved, and it was hardly noon 
before everything was ready for the contests 
to commence. ‘The first contest was a foot 
race for a gold medal, presented by Mr. David 
H. Dougherty. ‘The contestants were to run 
200 yards, uncap a plug and turn on water, 
turn off the water and re-cap the plug. The 
plug selected was the one at the corner of 
Marietta and Broad, and the starting point 
was 200 yards out Marietta street toward the 
cotton factory.

The last run was 
made by Henry Beermann, of the hook and 
ladder company. He made a fine run and 
made the time in 3344, thus winning the 
medal.

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Smi'h Clayton Removes His Name From the Star 
Chamber, atth> Markham House, Committee of 
Seven and Gives His Reasons for So Doing. 
Disgusted With the Whole Movement, 


l{earing that Mr. Smith Clayton had with- 

drawn from the committee of gentlemen ap- 
pointed at the late Markham house confer- 
ence to prepare and publish an address to the 
pecpie of Georgia, a ConstircTiIon reporter 
cauzit him on the wing yesterday and asked: 
‘Is it true that you have withdrawn from the 
com nrittee?”’ 
I have just returned from the Post- 
Appeal office, where I left a request that my 
name be stricken from the names signed to 
the address which, as you know, is kept be- 
fore the public in that paper." 

¥Do you object tostating why you have 
taken this step?’ 

“Notatall. I neverobject to giving candid 
reasons for any course which, L see proper to 
peree™. I freely confess that a decided change 
as come over the spirit of my dream 
within the past few weeks as_ regards 
the so-called liberal movement in the state. 
I went into that movement under a mis- 
apprehension. I fuliy believed that it had 
for its object the formation of a new party, 
which would unselfishiy devote itself to the 
great work of bringing about a more liberal 
political sentimentin Georgia, thus enhanc- 
ing her prosperity. I took this view from 
the audience and became enthusiastic, ap- 
plauding as rapturously as any independent 
democrat at my But being of an 
enquiring turn of mind I passed 
the glare of the footlights and have been 
watching the play from behind the scenes. I 
marked the manner in which each actor 
“made up.” I noted the movements of 
every scene shifter. I talked with the prop- 
erty man, caucussed with the prompter and 
hobnobbed with the stage manager. In a 
word, [saw through and through the inner 
workings of the whole combination. I didn’t 
like it, and so left the theater before the cur- 
tain fell upon the last act.”’

Tie republi- 
Cans known as the syndicate are 
using the independent democrats as a lever 
to litt themselves and their friends. into fed- 
eral offices in Georgia. The republicans ure 
inflaming the negroes by appointing many of 
their number to federal office. All this 
means that the federal patronage in Georgia 
is to be used two years hence to give: Arthur 
a Georgia delegation to help him to another 
term.”’ 

“Bat how?” 

“Why, with the aid of the so-called liber- 
als. Betore the play is over a good many 
independent democrats will receive federal 
appointments, One -has already gotten an 
olfice—-Mr. Tripp, of Cartersville, who re- 
ceived the of a staunch republican, 
Darnell, who was kicked out by Arthur. By 
this system of oilice-giving to independents, 
negroes and republicans Archar hopes to con- 
tro! the liberals of Georgia in good tinie. 
Arthur is trying to make the inde- 
pendents think that they are leading the 
procession, but they are really riding abreast 
with the republicans, while the negroes are in 
advance, See Davis, Picdger, Pleasants, ete. 
Rhrough such appointments under cloak, of 
aid in building a new liberal party in Georgia, 
Arthur hopes to contro! the negro vote of the 
state, which is essential to the aecomplish- 
ment of his purpose.” 

“Were you olfered an office?” 

“Yes. A few nights since 1 was offered 
a position as mail route-agent, I believe, 
on the State road. I didn’t feel that I had 
done anything to deserve office at the liands 
ofa republican administration, and knowing 
that if l accepted, the position would be la- 
beled as the price of my future allegiance to 
Arthur in the state. I declined. I was much 
obliged all the same, thougi, for the place 
would have paid me more tian Iam now 
making out of journalism.” 

“Whatelse did you find out behind the 
scenes?” 

“That the object of Arthur's new party 
in Georgia is to get the legislature. If 
they should succeed, they will redistrict the 
state to suit themselves with a fair prospect 
of putting several republicans and negroes 
in congress from Georgia. To this end you 
will see in the near future many republican 
and negro candidates for the — legislia- 
ture, The negroes and republicans wil! sup- 
port the independents for the state offices, 
and in turn the independents will be expected 
to support the negroes and republicaus. The 
negroes even now openly declare that they 
hold the balance of powerin the state, and 
every day rings fresh Indications 
of their determination to take the 
lead at the polls. They are fighting 
their best interests, and will probably wish 
before the campaign is over that they hadmot 
entered the liberal movement.”’ 

* Do you know that the present adminis- 
tration will give this movement substantial 
aid?” 

“T know that Arthur told a prominent 
Georgia republican, to whom he has recently 
given an office, that he intended to do 
for the. new party in Georgia what 
he has done for the new party in 
Virginia. Itis well settled that the office- 
holders under Arthur’s administration will 
be assessed to raise funds to build up this new 
party in Georgia. Such would not be the 
case unless the president thought the success 
of this movement would redound to the fur 
therance of his political fortunes. In short, 
Arthur is playing for a second term, the state 
of Georgia is the chess-board, and he is going 
to use just as many black men and white men 
ashe can in order to win a delegation. 

‘You don’t propose to help bim to do it?” 

“No. sir. Asa white Georgian, and a dem- 
ocrat. 1 feel that, knowing what I know, it is 
my duty to part company with the so-called 
liberals. I believe in the fullest political 
freedom for both white and black, 
but I see in this present move- 
ment in Georgia, as now conducted, an ele- 
ment which menaces the lives and property 
of the citizens of this state, and warn all par- 
ties concerned that any collision between fac- 
tions which the near future may develop will 
give overwhelming and, perhaps, mournful 
evidence to the world that the white’ man 
still rules in Georgia. I say this, too, in all 
friendliness to the colored man whose best in- 
terest, socially, politically, materially lies in 
resisting with his full strength the unhallowed 
efforts of the administration at Washington to 
sacrifice him in the interest of a second term. 

“How do they expectto carry the state 
with an overwhelming white sentiment 
against them?” 

““They count on the solid negro vote,massed 
bv the udministration, and led by white oftfice- 
seekers in various parts of the state. Seeing 
this I became disgusted with the movement 
and, as a white man and a democrat, thought 
that my withdrawal was in order. I trust 
that any of my friends in Georgia who may 
have been misied by my position will accord 
me credit for conscientiousness. and profit by 
my example. In conclusion, I beg you will 
state that I hereby tender my resignation as a 
committee of one to arrange for reduced rail- 
road rates to the June mass meeting. I will 
state, also, to office-seekers throughout the 
state that the position of secretary of the late 
conference is open.” “—
